South Overcomes 
Second Obstacle 


George C. Wallace told the 
Rotary Club Monday that the 
South has already overcome 
one of its greatest handicaps 
and is now rapidly overcoming 
its second great deterrent to 
progress, 

For many years freight rates 
against the South were so dis- 
criminatory that it was cheapet 
to ship an item from Evans- 
ville, Ind. to Birmingham than 
it was to ship the same _ item 
from Birmingham to Evans- 
ville, but after years of efforts 
by Southern leaders, that has 
been changed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

The other great handicaps is 
a lack of skilled labor. For a 
long time Alabama, and other 
Southern states, had outstand- 
ing schools of medicine and en. 
gineering but totally overlook- 
ed training men and women for 
skilled trades. In 1947 Alabama 
had only 1 per cent of the 
skilled labor in the nation, but 
in 1951 under the Wallace Act, 
trade schools were established” 
which have graduated 32,000 
persons. 

“The South has a destiny ta 
perform,” Mr. Wallace said. ,In 


the foundation of the United 
States of America, the names 
of five men stand out, hey 


were; Peyton Rando!ph, Patrick 
Henry, Thomas Jefferson. 
George Washington, James 
Madison and George Mason, 
the last-named being the auth- 
or of the Bill of Rights. Every- 
one were Southerners, 

“In recent years our country 
has been subjected to influen- 
ces which would have consti- 
tuted a radical departure from 
the ideals of these men.” Mr. 
Wallace said, “and it has been 
the “leveling influence” of 
Southern Congressmen a nd 
Senators which have been a 
check on these influences.”

For Civil Defense

Mr. Carpenter brought 
out that there are nine enemy 
targets in Alabama alone, The 
two types of bomb burst are 
ground and air, with air being 
the most dangerous, 

The four principal effects of 
the bombs are heat, which is 
enormous, light, that can 
cause temporary — blindness, 
blast and radiation, the most 
dreadful of all. 

The only protection against 
this radiation is shelter of 
some type. In this area shel- 
ters of concrete and earth are 
perhaps most practical due to 
their accessibility. Family shel 


ter is needed everywhere, A 
Study will soon be made by the 
Civil Defense organiation of 
natural shelters that are avail. 
able in the state, Mr, Carpen- 
ter reported.

Only First 7 Are 
State - Wide Laws; 
Others Are Local 


The voters of Coffee county 
will join with voters of all Ala 
bama next Tuesday, Dec. 5, to 
decide upon the adoption or 
rejection of 45 proposed amend 
ments to the state constitution 
authorized by the last session 


of the Alabama legislature 

Only the first seven are of 
state-wide application. All the 
others apply only to individual 
cities and counties, but under 
the Alabama constitution, mus 
be passed upon in a state-wid 
vote. 


Published in Full 

All the proposed amendments 
are published in full in this is- 
sue of The Elba Clipper for the 
fourth and final time. The EI- 
ba Clipper is the only newspa- 
per in Coffee county to publish 
all the amendments in full. 

The amendments of  state- 
wide application are as follows: 

State - Wide 

1. Alabama—Prison Bonds. 

Authorizes state to issue 
$10,600,000 in general obligation 
bonds for “acquiring, provid- 
ing, lonstructing and equip- 
ping” prisons. (Issuing of on- 
ly $3,000,000 possible without 
further act of Legislature.) 

2. Alabama—Research Insti- 
tute Bonds. 

Authorizes state to issue 
$3,000,000 in general obligation 
honds for constructing and 
equipping a Research Institute 
at Huntsville under direction 
of University of Alabama. 

3. Alabama—Hospital Bonds 

Authorizes the state to issue 
$2,000,000 in general obliga 
bonds for assistance to cities 
and counties in construction 
and equipment of hospitals 
health centcrs and related fa- 
cilities, Local seve nment m 
match state funds and those 


tion 


funds will be matched by fec- 
eral funds. 

4. Alabama — Continuity of 
Legislature. 

Authorizes legislature t o 


provide for its continuance in 
case of enemy attack by nam- 
ing of interim legislators to 
serve until successors elected. 

5. Alabama — Eminent Da- 
main. 

Places the state in tne same 
category as municipalities and: 
other corporations that have: 
the power of condemnation of* 
property in regard to obtaining 
use of the property and payine 
owner for it. 

6. Alabama—Use of Educat— 
ional Institution Bonds 

Revenue bonds issued for 
any state institution of learn- 
ing for construction shall not 
constitute a debt of the state it 
the bonds are to be paid off 
with revenue from college pro- 
perty. 

7. Alabama — Auburn Trus- 
tees. 

Provides appointments te 
board are to continue accord- 
ing to the present Congress- 
ional district lines and adds 
that “no employee of Auburm 
University shall be eligible to 
serve.” (Otherwise unchanged»)
